Convention Week Measured by the momentum given 
Aftermath by it to Diocesan interest and life 
the Seventieth Convention of the 
Dioeese of California has been well worth while. The 
spirit of it as a whole of devotedness to first matters of 
Chureh progress was, perhaps, its main credential. 
There was no ‘‘burning issue.’” The business of Con- 
vention was dispatched in recdrd time. The social op- 
portunities of the preliminary dinners of the clergy and 
House of Churehwomen, of the daily luncheons and 
conversations on the Cathedral lawn and of the Recep- 
tion, happily fellowshipped the widely distributed con- 
stituency. The Convention, the House of Chureh- 
women, the Woman’s Auxiliary and the United Service 
of the other organizations in their services and ad- 
dresses all showed a ‘“‘voice of Joy and health.”’ The 
report elsewhere in our columns notes various evi- 
denees of a real momentum communicated by the week 
of our assembling together. Though nothing of a sensa- 
tional nature transpired we may well believe that the 
prayer found some added answer that ‘‘the comfort- 
able Gospel of Christ may be truly preached, truly re- 
eeived and truly followed’’ among us.

Naturally the ‘‘Nation-Wide Cam- 
paign’’ was much reflected and we 
hope reinforced in the sessions of 
Convention. And if all will only do as well as some 
have done, our showing will later allay the anxiety 
which appears at this writing not to be without some 
jolting suggestiveness. 

The earefully studied survey of parochial and mis- 
sionary conditions, needs and opportunities and the 
outlining of a sagacious and sound policy for meeting 
them, in the address of the Bishop Coadjutor was one 
of the outstanding features of the week. It shows a 
prompt grasp of the situation and is most happily aus- 
picious of the promise of the new administration for 
the new and visionful Chapters of our history. 

The presence and help of the Bishop of Wyoming, the 
Right Reverend Dr. Thomas, who is also the Bishop- 
elect of Delaware, and of the Rev. Dr. Patton marked 
some of the noteworthy hours and edification of the 
week and in their genial personality and force we had 
no feeling that they were at all ‘‘strangers within our 
gate.”’

hood in vear of the House of Churchwomen 
Legislation action was taken concurrently by that 


House with the Convention upon a 
leading question which may make history for the Diocese 
and indeed for the Church, in the now widely, even if 
not aggressively, mooted matter of a direct voice of our 
Church Womanhood in Chureh legislation. In the 
Bishop’s Annual Address of 1919, the question was 
distinetly raised as to ‘‘the wisdom and expediency of 
such further adjustment of Constitutional power’’ as 
would enlarge the legislative power of our House of 
Churchwomen. In connection with that two points 
were presented: 1—That from its origin the House was 
meant to be evolutionary and gradually pioneer its way. 
Chartered at the beginning with only a percentage— 
though a real percentage of power to legislate for the 
conduct of woman’s work in the Chureh—the forecast 
from the first was for further percentage of such power 
if the consciousness and progress of the House justified 
it. Only there was to be the ‘‘feeling of the way’’ with 
the benefit of the deliberate experience of the best 
capacity of our typical consecrated and conservative 
Chureh womanhood. To quote from the letter to the 
delegates in anticipation of the Primary Meeting in 
1906: ‘‘In all pathfinding a sense of general direction 
is the primary instinct. Then follows the blazing of the 
way.’’ 2—It has further notes in the address of 1919 
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that the aims and record of our House of Churchwomen 
had so commended themselves to other sections of our 
Church that other Houses of Churchwomen had been 
formed after our model, in one case on the lines of one 
of our most important Provinces. This is in evidence 
of our pioneering in a matter of wide interest to our 
Chureh womanhood as we have already stated above. 
Perhaps our real aim has not always been understood 
as a distinct evolutionary experiment to go from stage 
to stage. And sometimes it may be that in nursing 
such a pristine policy, the formation of such Houses of 
Churehwomen has, consciously or unconsciously, been 
actuated by a hope summarily to solve an awkward 
problem. There is no doubt a sort of disquieting feel- 
ing abroad that our Chureh womanhood which fur- 
nishes so much of the real caloric of the Chureh in the 
warming of its Constitution and Canons with vitality. 
should have something more than the privilege of ‘‘cool- 
ing its heels’’ on the outside when the said Constitu- 
tion and Canons are framed or tinkered. And so a 
‘*balm in Gilead’’ may have a soothing sound and be 
accountable for a disposition to merely temporize with 
the question in a House of Churehwomen, a good deal 
uneertain in outlook save that it promises a kind of 
‘‘stop-gap’’ relief. But even if there is nothing of the 
sort—and we are duly appreciative of the saying about 
the sineere flattery of imitation—we would have it clear 
that our experiment has from the start been one not for 
a standstill but for careful and progressive percentage 
of increase of legislative status if and when wise and 
expedient. It has never been deemed a makeshift but 
an attempt to get somewhere. 


The Working Of course every experiment must 
Theory have an objective. To try to get any- 

where we must have a clear notion as 
to where we are trying to get. There must be a work- 
ing theory. An underlying theory which appeals to the 
writer who, however, remembers the old prayer to be 
‘‘delivered from the factious maintenance of ground- 
less opinions,’’ may be right or may be wrong. It is at 
any rate clear and intelligible for discussion rather 
than dogmatizing. It is this: that as in nature so in 
the legislation of the Church there is a sex line for ideal 
adjustment. And a sound determination of that line 
will avoid the confusion of equality with identity. Man 
and woman, we believe, must have in any ideal adjust- 
ment equality. But it does not follow that equality in- 
vclves indiscriminate identity of distributed duties. Such 
a confusion of ideas is implied even in these days when 
we speak of an ‘‘effeminate man’”’ or a *“‘mannish wo- 
man.’’ There is no space here to elaborate the data for 
this theory either from the Bible or history or nature but 
it does seem to be strikingly countenanced in our Lord’s 
own drawing the distinction. In the twin parables of 
St. Matthew 13 :31-33, complementary spheres are sug- 
vested in the growth of the Kingdom from the man and 
woman contrastively, the one filling out what the other 
does. And when it was the ‘‘man’’ who took the seed 
in the outer life, it is not a pronoun implied but a dis- 
tinet word for man (anthropos), as aligned from a dis- 
tinet word for woman (gune), when her side of the 
house is designated in her taking the leaven for the 
bread-making. The non-identity of functioning implied 
in the parable of prophecy of the Kingdom is most 
suggestive as is the ideal equality. 


Working the 
Theory Out 


Huxley is repurted to have said that 
for Darwin ‘‘'lT'ragedy was deduction 
killed by a fact.’’ And any theory 
must have the try-out of facts. The answer given to the 
question raised of further Constitutional power for our 
Womanhood by the expression of the recent Conven- 
tion and House of Churchwomen is on the line of the 


theory stated. It is embodied in the three paragraphs 
following, viz: 

A. That women shall be given a voice in the legis- 
lation of the Church equal to that of men. 

B. That the House of Churehwomen in the Diocese 
of California shall be continued. 

C. That some method of Co-ordinate action between 
the House of Churchwomen and the Convention be 
devised. 

In other words, equality or a full—where is now but 
partial percentage of voice in Church legislation shall 
be given. This contemplates equality of men and 
women. But it also looks to a perpetuation of the 
House of Churechwomen in its interpretation of woman’s 
way as it does to the Convention to express man’s way, 
each with the freedom and initiative and veto of its 
own House without confusion of identity in one mixed 
deliberative body. 


How? The problem of the ‘‘How’’ must 


take time and thorough eare of a con- 
structive sort. It has been referred to a small but com- 
petent Joint Committee for solution. We may well 
recall the familiar line for the brave faith of the House 
of Churehwomen in the light of its fifteen years of ex- 
perience and most hopeful record : 

‘*So long Thy power has blest me sure it still 
Will lead me on.”’ 

The Committee will need the prayers and the con-. 
structive counsel of our Church people. The explora- 
tion for this new field should have all the bearings it 
can get. To facilitate this the Pacitric CHURCHMAN 
proposes to open its columns to such constructive cor- 
respondence and invites, both from within and without 
the Diocese, any communications helpful to it under the 
provisions stated in the Correspondence Column.

The Rev. Henry Scott Jefferys died in St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Tokyo, on January 15th, and was buried from Trinity Cathe- 
dral, Tokyo, on the 16th, Bishop McKim officiating. His son. 
Louis Jefferys, on a business trip to Japan, was with him 
before death and at the burial service. Mr.. Jefferys was a 
graduate of the University of Pennsylvania and a classmate of 
the late Rev. Mardon D. Wilson. After travel in Europe he 
came to California and served for a time in St. Matthew's 
School under the late Rev. A. L. Brewer. Later he assisted 
the late Rev. Hiram W. Beers in Trinity Parish, San Francisco. 
and married Miss Mary Beers, daughter of the Rector. Thirty 
years ago he went to Japan and taught in the Government 
Schools and later became one of our missionaries there. For 
several years the condition of his health has prevented 
active work. He leaves a widow and two married daughters 
living in San Francisco, and two sons who are in the Orient 
representing San Francisco business firms. Mrs. Jefferys 
assisted in the missionary work in Japan and after her return 
to California was for several years active in the Japanese 
mission here. 


The Reverend William John O’Brien, Priest, after a pro- 
tracted illness, passed peacefully into the rest of Paradise on 
Wednesday, February 10th, from the Rectory of the Church of 
the Advent, San Francisco. Born in Dublin, Ireland, in 1845, 
Fr. O’Brien studied for the Church’s Ministry in this country, 
graduating from Seabury Divinity School, Faribault, Minn., in 
1876. He was ordered Deacon and advanced to the Priesthood 
by Bishop McLaren of Chicago in 1879. In the same year he 
came to California, serving Parishes and Missions in various 
parts of the State for more than thirty years. Watsonville, 
San Bernardino, Ontario, Colusa and Yreka and other points 
were for varying periods in his pastoral care. He also served 
as Rural Dean of Siskiyou and Shasta Counties. He retired 
from the active Ministry in 1909, making his home in Pasa- 
dena. He came to Berkeley in 1918 and as his health per- 
mitted assisted at St. Peter’s, Rockridge. In August, 1919, he 
came over to San Francisco to the Church of the Advent 
where after a long illness he passed away. 

The funeral was held on February 13th. Many old friends 
were present at the Requiem, which was sung by the Rector, 
Rev. W. B. Kinkaid, assisted by Revs. Edgar F. Gee and W. T. 
Holt as Deacon and Subdeacon. Bishop Nichols was present 


and took part in the Burial Office.

Monday, March Ist, at 2 o’clock. 


The Annual Conference of Diocesan and Parish Officers 
was held in Grace Chapel on Thursday, February 5th, thirty- 
six Branches being represented. The first quarter of an hour 
was given to separate conferences of Diocesan Officers with 
their corresponding Parish Officers—an opportunity for dis 
cussion of the special problems of each office. 


The General Conference was opened with prayer by the 
President. The question of continuing the suggested appor- 
tionments was brought up, and most of these present felt 
that the suggestions were helpful. The President reported 
that in nearly all the Eastern Branches the Diocesan Officers 
are elected instead of appointed, and their term is limited, 
that our Diocesan Officers wish to follow this custom, and 
both Bishop Nichols and Bishop Parsons approve the change. 
She asked for a vote on the question of electing officers tov 
three years. The vote was affirmative and Mrs. McLeish said 
that by an agreement to be reached among those elected, part 
of them would retire each year of this first term, so that at no 
election would there be a complete change. The election was 
announced to take place at the Annual Meeting on Friday. 


The Corresponding Secretary, the Treasurer, the United 
Thankoffering Treasurer, the Chairman of the Hospitality 
Committee and the Educational Secretary all read reports. 


Mrs. J. O. Lincoln voiced the sentiment of the meeting in 
a loving tribute to Mrs. Monteagle, whose presidency of 
twelve years has contributed so much to the growth and the 
spiritual life of the Auxiiiary. After thanking the members, 
Mrs. Monteagle spoke of the Triennial Meeting in Detroit 
and the pledges made for the California Branch by its dele. 
gates. These amount to nine hundred dollars, of which about 
two hundred and eighteen have been already given. An 
opportunity was given to any Parish Branch to pledge part 
of the sum remaining, and pledges came thick and fast, 
amounting to $520. 


The Annual Service was held on Friday, February 6th, 
in the Cathedral. Bishop Nichols celebrated the Holy Com- 
munioi, assisted by Bishop Parsons, Archdeacon Emery an! 
Canon Hayes. “he Rev. Bayard F. Jones preached from the 
text, “God, Who at sundry times and in divers manners, 
spake in time past unto the fathers by the prophets hath in 
these last days spoken unto us by His Son.” He said that the 
motive of the Nation-Wide Campaign is the same as that of 
Missions—the awakening of conscience. The lack of keen in- 
terest in Missions hgs for years been due not only to lack of 
information, but to our changed belief about the future of the 
heathen. Our ascestors believed that those who knew not 
Christ were doomed to eternai suffering, and their mission- 
ary zeal corresponded to their doctrines. Our generation, with 
a belief that the religions of the pagans are a groping ofter 
God, are tempted to ask why we should seek to impose the 
Christian faith upon them. The answer is that the Christian 
faith furnishes the only enforcing clause to ethical teaching. 
Pagan philosophies have excellent precepts, but Christianity 
alone promises the enabling grace and power of Christ. And 
we, in our daily life, whether we will or not, are witnesses to 
the world of His power. 


As in previous years, Trinity Branch was hostess to the 
Auxiliary at a delightful luncheon hour. 

The Annual Meeting was convened at two o’clock in the 
Cathedral, and opened with a brief service. After the roll- 
call, answered by thirty-seven Branches, the President asked 
all present to join her in a short thanksgiving for the service 
of Mrs. Monteagle—-for twelve years the President of the Cali- 
fornia Branch. 

Mrs. Monteagle then made an address covering that part 
of the year during which she was president, and touching the 
Convention in Detroit and the beginnings of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign. Mrs. McLeish followed with a brief forward look 
on the work of the coming year with its three aspects of 
service—prayer, service, giving. She stressed the impor- 
tance of prayer, and suggested a plan for a special subject of 
prayer for each month—the subject for February being “Re- 
newed consecration of ourselves.” The task this year before 
our Branch is to see that every woman is a member of the 
Auxiliary.

There were no further nominations and the Secretary was 
instructed to cast the ballot for those nominated, and they 
were declared elected. 


The visiting missionary who had been asked to address 
the meeting, was Mrs. John Ely, teacher in St. Mary’s School, 
Shanghai, returning from her furlough. She brought to us the 
call of China for help in this crisis of her development. She 
described the power of the student class and spoke especially 
of the girls in the schools—their bright minds and eagerness 
to learn, their initiative and their missionary spirit. St. 
Mary’s School is educating two hundred and fifty girls and 
could have many more if there were sufficient buildings. 


Bishop Nichols in his address gave a clear statement of 
his views on the subject of the plan of extending the legis- 
lative power of the House of Churchwomen. He applied the 
principle of equality but not identity of service and oppor- 
tunity, speaking of the twin parables of growth, the man sow- 
ing the seed, the woman mixing the leaven-—the man’s work 
and the woman's work. At one time, more effective service 
was done in the extension of the Church by four women than 
by all the men. They were Clotilda, Bertha, Ethelberga and 
Hilda—and each did her part in the womanly way. The appli- 
cation of the principle demands time, but the House of 
Churchwomen has demonstrated some of the things that 
woman can do, and with patience, the development will come. 

A letter from Bishop Rowe was read telling of the in- 
creased cost of caring for the children in school at Anvik and 
Neuaua, and asking scholarships to enable him to keep the 
Nenana, and asking scholarships to enable him to keep the 
schools open. The offering was taken for the purpose of 
helping Bishop Rowe in this emergency. It was $103.79. 
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The Seventieth Convention. 


The Seventieth Convention of the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia was held in Grace Cathedral February 3rd 
and 4th. At the opening of Holy Communion Bishop 
Nichols was the Celebrant, Bishop Coadjutor Parsons 
the Gospeller and the Ven. Archdeacon Emery the 
Epistoler, Dean Gresham and Rev. W. H. Cambridge 
assisting. The Bishop read his Annual Address, 
portions of which are printed in this issue. 

The Rev. Frank H. Church, M. A., who preceded 
the late Rev. Mardon D. Wilson, was elected Secre- 
tary and appointed Rev. Edward T. Brown, of Santa 
Cruz, and Mr. S. J. Taylor, of Trinity Parish, Oak- 
land, as his assistants.

The Convention adopted the report of the Com- 
mittee on Work among Young People recommending 
the formation of a Diocesan “Young Peoples Fellow- 
ship,” and Rev. H. St. George Buttrum D. D., and Mr. 
A. S. Bacon were appointed Committee on the same. 

The Report of the Joint Committee on the Gen- 
eral Subject of making Women members of the 
Diocesan Convention was presented by Mr. W. A. 
M. Van Bokkelen for the Committee on Canons who 
were the Convention representatives on the Joint 
Committee with six members of the House of Church- 
women. 

The report stated that the consideration of several 
distinct propositions and decision thereon must be 
had before any amendment to the Constitution or 
Canons could be intelligently prepared. 

After considerable discussion of the report a Com- 
mittee of two, Rev. H. H. Powell, D. D. and Mr. J. P. 
Langhorne, was appointed to act with a similiar Com- 
mittee from the House of Churchwomen to further 
the matter. But Dr. Powell made the following 
suggestion as embodying the sense of the Conven- 
tion: 

A. That women shall be given a voice in the legis- 

lation of the Church equal to that of men. 

B. That the House of Churchwomen in the Diocese 

of California shall be continued. 

C. That some method of co-ordinate action be- 

tween the House of Churchwomen and the 
Convention be devised.

From the Bishop’s Convention Address. 

After twelve years of a singularly loving and efficient service, 
Mrs. Lydia Paige Monteagle has felt it necessary to resign the 
Presidency of the Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary in the Dio- 
cese. With rare graciousness and thoughtfulness and far reaching 
enterprise she has devoted her time and her means to the welfare 
not only of the many activities of the Auxiliary but of the devo- 
tional spirit and finer sense of its sphere. Isolated Churchwomen 
and groups of Churchwomen in many of the smaller Congrega- 
tions of the Diocese have had her constant personal thought as 
she has visited them on the Bishop’s visitations and otherwise 
and have been stimulated by her words and plans and presence. 
And in the national meetings and policies of the Auxiliary her 
ability and leadership have had quick and constant recognition. 
This brief tribute is all inadequate to express, in addition to her 
President of the Auxiliary, all that she has been and is to be 
Church, to the Diocese and to her Bishop. 


The Auxiliary, it is assuring to add, has a successor for its 
Presidency competent, efficient and possessed of qualities of lead- 
ership and influence that bring a guarantee of its continued pros- 
perity, in Mrs. A. L. McLeish, who has long been one of its most 
active and widely recognized members and officers, as well as 
sought after in the general councils of the Red Cross and Nation- 
Wide Campaign movements. 


The late Reverend Henderson Judd, the long revered Presbyter 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles, having been taken to his rest in the 
ripening of his more than four score and ten years, the Honorary 
Secretaryship of the “Jerusalem and the East Mission” which he 
so well pioneered and magnified became vacant. It is a gratifica- 
tion to announce that our Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. Frederic 
M. Lee, has been appointed his successor and having an associa- 
tion with the See Church of the Bishop of Jerusalem as an hono- 
rary Episcopal Canon, | would again commend to all, the interest 
in the Good Friday Offerings for the appeal, so pointed just now. 
of this Mission to which Mr. Lee will call more detailed attention. 

House of Churchwomen. 

Pursuant to the request in the Annual Address of last year 
there will be presented to you at this Convention a Report of a 
Joint Commission of the Convention and the House of Church- 
women bearing upon further adjustment of Constitutional power 
for the House of Churchwomen. In pioneering our way on sucli 
new lines of Church legislation we can well afford to go search- 
ingly and slowly if with all enterprise. It all touches a question 
of representation of Church womanhood which loomed large before 
the General Convention and about which there is undoubtedly a 
profound interest in the Church at large. Our own experiment 
as far as it has gone has been followed at a number of points. 
We could wish that it had always been so with a fuller compre- 
hension that we have regarded it as an experiment and not a 
finality, and that we are watching its development only to revise 
it or carry it to further stages, if and when practicable. I need 
not recapitulate here how many gratifying results there have been 
to show for it, in itself and in its effect upon Convention Week 
and upon the Diocese in these fifteen years. But we do not makc 
that fact a fad. Only whatever course is taken it may be sai( 
“so far so good,” without attempting further correction of mis- 
taken impressions of it that may be abroad, as if we were pluming 
ourselves on having already apprehended a ne plus ultra final solu- 
tion of the large question. We are simply making a try-out of 
the question whether in Church legislation there is a sex distinc- 
tion between equality and identity of legislative sphere. And in 
the fact that we have more or less come into the limelight in 
our experiment, there is all the more reason that we should study 
our way cautiously and on lines that must prevail in the long run 
as well as in any present exigent phase of the discussion. If 
this year the Joint Committee from the Convention and the House 
of Churchwomen can report no more than that in their opinion 
it is wise and expedient to contemplate further adjustments of 
the Constitutional powers of the House of Churchwomen that 
will answer the question raised, and note a further stage of prog- 
ress as part of its original provision for sound evolution. Then 
such adjustment can have further investigation and thought as to 
the details of enactment. We are really pioneering and can afford 
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to go slowly and with true pioneering spirit to meet and overcome 
difficulties and not be daunted by them. 
Chronic Change and Epochal Change 

While daily and yearly “instances of mortality” and change 
register themselves as constant and chronic, one Convention Year 
like another in the vacancies and new personnel in our ranks, as 
well as in other routine variations, far more than that has char- 
acterized the twelvemonth since our last Annual Meeting both in 
the Diocese and in the Church at large. Indeed there seem to be 
many indications that we stand at an epochal turning point in 
Church affairs. Big with meaning the coming years promise to 
be. Great is the opportunity: the Church has spread out before 
itself in these recent months. And the girding to meet this new 
order is no ordinary call upon our interest, our loyalty and our 
devotion. This Convention has no option to regard itself as a 
body only mechanically to wind up the Diocesan clock for another 
year and so “mark time.” You have never confined yourself to 
that, and now I submit that is the very least you have to do in 
observing the. items one after another of the prescribed Order 
of Business. In the Annual Address of 1898 the use of a Con- 
vention Week as having dynamic possibilities which we should 
not be slow to improve was outlined. A “Larger plan for Con- 
vention Week was submitted” “To make the week interpret to 
hetter advantage the various interests which had become asso- 
ciated with it in the (then) nearly half century of our Diocesan 
life.” But now in this Seventieth Convention of the Diocese | 
believe Church power can be turned on as it never has been before. 
We seem to come up to our roll call with a new quickening to 
fan into flame the gift of God which is in us. We are having our 
hearts warmed into a fresh realization that God has not given us 
a spirit of fearlessness for a timid Church, but “a spirit of power, 
and love and sobering.” 

Putting Power Where it Will Do the Most Good. 

Conservation of Energy in the spiritual realm is even more a 
credential of progress than in the physical world. It would lead 
us too far from our immediate Convention sphere to dwell upon 
waste—waste of time, of ability, of vocation, of money, as a bane 
of Church life. I sometimes think that there is a province for a 
modern Church cartoonist in the methods of general satire to 
depict some follies of current ecclesiastical life as they fly. Not 
that they altogether escape such treatment as it is in Punch and 
kindred secular periodicals. And perhaps it would be venturing 
too much on dangerous ground for our Church press to scatter 
through their columns any such telling illustrative skits, even 
though not shafted with venom. The Bishop, of course, would 
come in for his share not without Trollopian point nor many a 
wholesome home thrust. Even the House of Bishops now that 
from its very size it has almost automatically, if democratically, 
opened its doors, might not be altogether immune from such love 
taps, as that in two of the leading matters of the last General 
Convention the house of Deputies led it instead of the contrary, 
pace the presto to its new open sesame to Episcopal guidance. And 
the Ministry at large could not hope to escape being touched up 
upon some sensitive spots, and our Ministry in its general devo- 
tion and influence could well stand it good-naturedly and with 
profit. If now and then there were jocularly depicted absurdities 
of idling or sheer laziness hoping to incubate the “success” out 
of the Apostolic succession, or, a drifting in the direction of 
least resistance away from the vocation, rudderless, without head- 
way of power of solemn vow in personal sacrifice and enduring 
hardness, towards some comfortabe secularism or dilettanteism., 
such skits would hit none but those who winced under them. 
And the layman would feel left out if occasionally this did not 
caricature possibilities of foibles not unheard of even among their 
efficient body. Suppose in far off Timbuctoo is portrayed the 
consternation of the Clergyman flying from one congregation 
where some zealous layman tries “to run everything” to another 
where there is the willingness to leave it to the burdened parson 
to run everything! Or the one who unbosoms to the rector just 
as he is about to go to the service some screed of parish troubles 
that upsets the whole service for him. Or some one who is long 
on parish registration but short on parish showing up in presence 
or pocket. If it only caused a smile to go over the face of the 
Church, no one would be the worse for it and some might be 


House of Churchwomen. 


The Fifteenth Annual Meeting of the House of 
Churchwomen was held in Grace Chapel, San Fran- 
cisco, on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday of Con- 
vention week. Forty-five Parishes and Missions 
were represented, and one hundred and sixty-six 
delegates registered as in actual attendance. 


It was a matter of especial pleasure to the mem- 
bers, that Bishop Nichols was able to conduct the 
brief service that opened the session, and that the 
Bishop-Coadjutor, Dr. Parsons, was present to give 
the Benediction, at the rising of the House. 


The new president, Mrs. Harry M. Sherman occupied 
the chair during the entire session, and the former 
president, Mrs. Kate A. Bulkley, acting as a dele- 
gate from St. Marks, Berkeley, made valuable contri- 
butions to the debates on various important sub- 
jects. 


As usual, the larger part of the program was de- 
voted to reports of the charities and organizations 
conducted by the Diocese in general, and to the 
particular phases of Church activity which are direct- 
ly connected with the House of Churchwomen. The 
special addresses on successive days, were made by 
Bishop Nathaniel S. Thomas, of Wyoming. Miss T. 
Brookman, of the House of Friendship, in San Fran- 
cisco, and Mrs. Edmund Taylor. 


Constitutional Status of Women. 


The joint Committee appointed by the Convention 
and House of Churchwomen of 1919, reported that 
they had arrived at no definite or satisfactory de- 
cision. At the conclusion of their report, the House 
adopted a resolution that authorized the appointment 
of a joint Commission, to give the subject further 
consideration, and before the close of the session, 
the House was informed that the Convention had 
taken similiar action, and had also adopted a reso- 
lution declaring that it was the sense of the Con- 
vention: 


(a) That women should be given a voice in the 
legislation of the Church equal to that of men. 

(b) That the House of Churchwomen in this Dio- 
cese should be continued. 

(c) That some method of co-ordinate action of 
the House of Churchwomen and the Convention 
should be devised. 


The House of Churchwomen was asked to take 
cognizance of these suggestions, and to express an 
opinion that should concur or disagree. The same 
resolution was, accordingly, presented on Thursday 
morning, and was debated with a great deal of 
earnestness by delegates who respectively approved 
and disapproved of giving women an equal voice in 
the legislation of the Church. The arguments on 
one side generally rested on the wisdom, perhaps the 
necessity, of the Church recognizing a world wide 
advance in the social and political status of women, 
and adapting ecclesiastical standards to conform with 
the progress of the day. Those who disapproved 
of change, did so chiefly because they feared that 
an increase in the privileges and responsibilities 
of women would result in a decrease in the interest 
and activities of the men, and would in the end 
weaken the Church instead of adding to its strength. 
The resolutions were finally adopted by a large major- 
ity, but the President was instructed to appoint on the 
joint Commission a strong representative of each side 
of the debate. Mrs. C. Edward Holmes and Mrs. A. 
(. McLeish were subsequently appointed. 


Any one who listened to the forcible but concise 
and self-controlled remarks made during the dis- 
cussion, must have been impressed with the absence 
of all violent assertion as to subjective rights of 
suffrage, or inherent feminine disability to legislate 
intelligently. The desire to protect and further the 
best interests of the Church was the one aim of 
every woman who spoke, and with such a funda- 
mental basis of agreement, it seems safe to antici- 
pate that wise and constructive action will be the 
ultimate outcome of the work of the Commission. 


Various members of Committees and Commissions 
were elected for the new term, and also a complete 
Board of Vice Presidents. The latter include Mrs. 
C. Edward Holmes and Mrs. Gailliard Stoney, as 
Vice Presidents for the Convocation of San Fran- 
cisco, Mrs. Edward H. Scott, for the Convocation of 
Oakland, and Mrs. John W. Mitchell for the Con- 
vocation of San Jose. 
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Convention Week. 

The opening of Convention Week was signalized 
by two occasions of festivity: the dinner for the dele- 
gates to the House of Churchwomen at the California 
Club and that under the auspices of the Clerical 
Seminar for the clergy at the Guild Hall of Grace 
Cathedral. Thus, on the eve of the Convention 
gathered in a delightfully pleasant and sociable man- 
ner many who had come up to attend to the serious 
business of the Diocese. The speeches were of a 
high order and served to hold the unflagging interest 
of the guests and to inspire in the breasts of all a 
profound enthusiasm. 


The Opening Service. 


The great procession of clergymen followed by 
their Bishops, with the lay delegates and the mem- 
bers of the House of Churchwomen bringing up the 
rear, was an impressive sight, and the solemn cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion brought many to 
unite in the sacred fellowship of the Altar, while the 
annual address of Bishop Nichols was a noble and 
statesmanlike utterance. 


After the Recessional and before there was an op- 
portunity to scatter, the Bishops, clergy and church 
people were ordered by the genial Photographer-to- 
the-Convention to march up to the semicircular 
fhalk line and “look right at” the revolving camera, 
after which we were permitted to go our way: this 
meant that where luncheon was about to be served 
was the direction in which all, without exception, 
hastened. And, by the way, how delightful it was 
for clergy and laymen to meet at the tables laid in 
the refectory of the Divinity School and renew ac- 
quaintance after a year’s separation. 


Resignation of Archdeacon Emery. 


The occasion of the resignation of the Venerable 
John A. Emery, D. D., as Archdeacon of the Diocese 
was one which called for many kindly words of ap- 
preciation of the invaluable services rendered to the 
Church in the State of California during a remarkably 
successful career of thirty years. For twenty-four 
years he has been the efficient Lieutenant of Bishop 
Nichols, and the Bishop’s words of commendation 
were most tender and heartfelt. It was fitting that 
a resolution, proposed by a prominent lay delegate 
and seconded by one of the leaders among the 
clergy, that a dinner and testimonial be tendered to 
the Archdeacon should have been passed with such 
unanimity. 

Missionary Mass Meeting. 


The Missionary Mass Meeting, which is an import- 
ant feature of the annual conventions, was attended 
by a congregation that filled the Cathedral. One can 
never forget the impressiveness of the singing of a 
triumphant hymn as the fifteen, or more, choirs pro- 
ceeded up the center aisle led by their cross-bearers 
and followed by the clergy and Bishops. And with 
what heartiness the people joined in all the old 
familiar hymns! 

The sermon, a particularly brilliant effort, was 
preached by the Right Reverend Nathaniel Seymour 
Thomas, Bishop of Wyoming. “The Word of God” 
was his subject, and as he developed his theme from 
the incident of St. John Baptist’s imprisonment by 
Herod and showed how the Word of God may be 
“shut up’’ under different circumstances, one felt 
that his appeal was not made in vain. 


The reception by Bishop and Mrs. Nichols and 
Bishop and Mrs. Parsons was a most successful and 
enjoyable social function and was attended by a 
large concourse of Church people in addition to the 
members of the Convention and House of Church- 
women. 


It was the privilege of your correspondent to listen 
to some of the proceedings of the House of Church- 
women. Here he found that there was scarcely a 
dull moment. The three days’ program consisted 
of many interesting features, among which were re- 
ports on Church Charities and Organizations, 
Diocesan Missions, Fund for Convalescent Women, 
Rest Room for Business Women, Children’s Aid, 
Girls’ Friendly Society, Prayer Book Cross Service 
and the Scholarship Fund for the Deaconness’ 
School. 

Time was given for several able speakers’ whose 
utterances were received with a deep sense of ap- 
preciation. 
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the better. At any rate it all makes waste of good material and 
good opportunity. And you will agree with me that in our use 
of the potentialities of a Convention we are all concerned to 
minimize waste. To put our Convention power where it will do 
the most good then and eSpecially at this promising outlook for 
the Church to do greater things, let us be clear as to some of 
the present and insistent calls for Church power. 


Readjustments. 


Church power like other power in the interest of progress must 
ever be kept up-to-date in its appliances. The history of the 
Church is a series of such opportune re-adjustments or of the 
missing them. And so is the history of a Diocese. By the 
blessing of God the most signal Diocesan event of the year has 
happily marked such a re-adjustment. New and signal powers 
of leadership have been consecrated to your service and promise 
for the new generation of stimulating outlook for the Diocese. 
The traditions of its past which he has known so well and so well 
helped to forward, in the nearly a quarter of a century of his 
ministry among us as a Presbyter, we believe will now, by the 
guidance and help of the Holy Spirit, have all enterprize and 
vigor of interpretation fitted to the larger and looming Church 
sphere, under our providential Bishop-Coadjutor. 

And that making many things new which in these recent 
months has so obviously accelerated the pace of our Church at 
large is a Movement with which our Diocese has every reason 
to hopefully “keep step.” The General Convention readjustments 
in the organization of the Church; in rapprochment towards 
Church Unity; in a new appraisal of piety as a high voltage 
motive power for a nation-wide campaign; in revising forms of 
worship to make them more accessible and ordination canons to 
give them greater flexibility; in the determination to reach out 
into every dimension of human welfare in its many-sided exhibit 
of the right hand of the Lord bringing mighty things to pass in 
the wa’ of making men to be of one mind in a National Church 
household, all that process of readjustment is prophetic of the 
epochal changes in which we can share. May we indeed appro- 
priate as a Diocese that truth stated by one who was so much 
blessed in applying the truest religion to the hardest problems of 
modern humanity, the late Canon Barnett of White Chapel fame. 
“The Holy Spirit and the world spirit alike breathe in the spirit 
of the times.” 

Repentance. 


In the re-adjustments for a new generation or a new Church 
Order there are manifest many adaptations for betterment. In a 
true and practical way we must “forget the things which are be- 
hind and stretch forward to the things which are before.” The 
cheery athleticism of the sprinter is a captivating figure. Re- 
adjustment for reform is implied in all true Church advance. It 
is an obvious qualifying for corporate “good form.” But there 
are some critical tests of Church re-adjustment that, though 
inevitable, are not so plainly in the popular mind. In all sound 
scriptural and religious re-adjustments there is involved some 
degree of Repentance. It may only be in the mildest meaning of that 
word—a change of mind and heart as a new “way of looking at 
things.” But in all our Church antecedents and genius there is 
no less than the most vital import of true Repentance. This is 
so obvious in the Bible and Prayer Book up to the highest con- 
ception and practice of confession of sin and sacrifice that I need 
only refer to it here. Our Lord, as well as St. John Baptist, 
struck that profound note of warning for a kingdom of God “at 
hand,” in the mobilizing call “Repent ye.” And it was one of the 
most assuring evidences of a right conception of this, that at 
that highest pitch of fervor in the Joint Session of the General 
Convention which gave such momentum to the Nation Wide 
Campaign, there was the instinctive dropping to the knees of 
the whole body as they repeated the General Confession. The 
Church is no “fool's paradise” of that self-deception which says 
we have no sin. But without falsetto cant or trying to reach too 
high notes for our matter of fact ear, this re-adjustment of re- 
pentance, clearly in the consciousness of that spontaneous con- 
fession of the General Convention, needs all recognition and 
exploitation in 


Church. 


the right preparedness for better days for the 
In his timely book on “Mysticism and Modern Life,” 
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Professor Buckman says: “The most serious theoretical errur of 
mysticism is sts inclination to minimize evil in order to magnify 
God.” And in our present day reaction from materialism into so 
many tendences of mysticism there is especial need for the Church 
to be alert as to the right line of its Christian doctrine of sin. 
That is its credential for keeping close to human nature as to the 
cross of Jesus that cleanseth us from sin. Whether we see that 
human nature in a St. Paul or in a heathen poet, we must take 
it where we find it and no optimism nor mysticism can ever silence 
that sentiment of the heathen poet: “I see and appreciate what is 
better, yet I follow that which is worse.” And in the revision of 
the Prayer Book itself while due regard must be had for the 
elimination of archaisms and a changing temperament of the age 
in ways of expressing it, there has hardly been a greater call upon 
the Church itself to feel, and then to teach the moderr world. its 
call to Repentance whatever be the adjustments in vernacular or 
point of approach to present day dealing with temptation and 
with sin. From the Christian and Church standpoint, Reform 
without Repentance is like curing a wound without sterilizing it. 
In the structure of all Catholic Liturgies there is a penitential 
introduction to the praise and faith and prayer and energizing of 
worship. In child nature the seeing and sorrow for a fault is the 
first step to forgiveness and fuller love. 


The Diocese of California has been honored in the request 
which came from New York to Mrs. A. L. McLeish. asking her 
to go to Honolulu to assist in the work of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign. Mrs. McLeish is a member of the National Com- 
mittee and it was for that reason that the Central Office felt 
it could call upon her. It was hard for the Diocese to let her 
go, but the work of our Campaign was well along and the work 
of the Auxiliary not only well planned, but Mrs. Stoney, the 
vice-president, was ready to take the president’s place. And 
so the Diocese surrendered to the general good. We are 
confident that great-help will be rendered to the work in the 
Islands and glad that California is able to render it.

The one absorbing subject both in the Convention 
and the House of Churchwomen was that of the pro- 
posed new Canon, which will admit the women to 
participate in the proceedings of the annual Conven- 
tions on an equality with the men. The debates were 
lively and the same affirmative conclusion was 
reached by both houses. 


The Joint Session. 


The joint session of the Convention and the House 
of Churchwomen on Wednesday afternoon was un- 
usual in the interest manifested in all that trans- 
pired. Of prime importance was the consideration 
of the work of the Social Service, Commission of the 
Board of Christian Education, and of the Board of 
Church Extension. 

Then there were the presentation by the Rev. C. P. 
Deems of a concise statement of the progress in the 
Nation-Wide Campaign throughout the Diocese and 
the inspiring address of the Rev. Dr. Patton on the 
general condition of the campaign in the neighboring 
Dioceses. 

It proved to be an afternoon well spent—one that 
was productive of constructive and forward looking 
values for the Church in the Diocese of California. 


All in all, the Convention of 1920 will go down in 
history as one of great usefulness to the Church 
here. 

We all realized that the presence of Bishop Coad- 
jutor Parsons by the side of our beloved Diocesan 
was prophetic of the future of the life of the Church 
on this coast. Already he has endeared himself to 
the clergy and the laity who have reposed unstinted 
confidence in his ability, his consecrated devotion, 
and his high purpose to attain for the Diocese an 
administration worthy of the achievements of his 
saintly precedecessors. 

Never has Bishop Nichols filled the difficult posi- 
tion of Chairman with greater distinction, more un- 
wavering patience and gentle grace. At all times 
the Convention was held well in hand, and his tact 
and good judgment preserved the continued and unin- 
terrupted mutual good will on the floor so necessary 
to conduct of a legislative body. 


The annual meeting of the Seminar took place on 
Monday evening, February 16th, in the library of the 
Divinity School, when a large number of the mem- 
bers was present. 

The Committee on Nominations presented the 
name of the Rev. Dr. Buttrum, rector of Sausalito, as 
President, and the Seminar proceeded immediately 
to ratify the committee’s action by electing Dr. But- 
trum to the office. The Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas was 
re-elected Secretary-Treasurer. 

A rising vote of thanks was tendered to the Rev. 
W. M. Bours, the retiring President, for the able 
manner in which he had guided the affairs of the 
Seminar during the last two years. 

The paper on Chapters 1 and 3 of “The Church 
and Its American Opportunity,” by the Rev. Leslie 
Kelley, was both carefully prepared and particularly 
well given. 

The scope of the subjects presented was such as 
to bring out a full discussion, so that it was felt by 
all present that this was one of the most interesting 
and profitable sessions of the organization in recent 
months.

With 
what a profound degree of learning, saintly suggestion 
and keen insight the topic was developed and sent 
home to our hearts. 

Strong and emphatic were the Bishop’s words on 
the importance of the pastor’s life being spent in 
systematic devotional study of the Bible as the source 
of daily strength and inspiration. 

All felt that it was good for us to be there, to 
join in the renewal of our ordination vows, and to 
carry away the needed grace and measure of con- 
secration, as we went forth to assume the spiritual 
leadership of our congregations during the great 
Forty Days. 


BISHOP COADJUTOR’S ADDRESS 
My Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


The Bishop has presented to you the larger matters which con- 
cern the relation of the Diocese to the General Church and the 
great new tasks which face us. 

There are three matters to which | wish to direct your atten- 
tion. They are practical problems which face the Diocese today. 


The Missionary Work 


The first has to do with the missionary work. We have an 
almost entirely new problem on our hands. The process of 
decentralization which the Bishop has been steadily working out 
during the last few years took canonical form as regards the 
missionary work, only a year ago. The responsibilities of the 
Convocations and the Deans are still only imperfectly defined. 
New administrative methods are in the making quite apart from 
the new administration itself. The field itself also is changing 
rapidly. The rapid growth of industrial centers about the Bay, 
the rapid shifting of urban populations and the steady decrease 
of population in many rural districts where we have had work, 
themselves relatively new factors in our problem have been ac- 
centuated by the way in which the war has compelled revaluations 
of many kinds. And then comes the Nation-Wide Campaign 
revealing to us the latent power of the Church and putting in our 
hands new workers and at the least much larger means for for- 
ward work. 


All these factors working together have with unexpected sud- 
denness compelled a thorough and radical review of our mission- 
ary work. Of the administrative side I shall not now speak but 
let me lay before you the principles which have, | think, guided 
the more recent effort of the Bishop and Board of Church Ex- 
tension, and which must be now applied frankly and fully to the 
new situation. 


There are, to begin with, two types of missions: those which 
are, so far as we can foresee, permanently dependent upon out- 
side aid, and those which are dependent only as a_ prelude to 
Parochial standing. In the former class are such city missions 
as the Canon Kip in San Francisco, the Good Samaritan in Oak- 
land, and the Good Shepherd in Berkeley, and such country dis- 
tricts as Parkfield, Annette and Jolon. There is not only no im- 
mediate prospect of such churches becoming self supporting, 
there is no prospect at all so far as the present generation is con- 
cerned. The question of their continuance or of the founding of 
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new work in similar districts must be considered with little refer- 
ence to financial or communicant growth. The question is two- 
fold. First whether there is a sufficient number of our own people 
to whom we owe definite care and secondly whether by minister- 
ing to them we can also perform a real community service. In 


. many such rural districts as those to which | have referred there 


is no other religious body of any kind at work. Not only does the 
Church gain the esteem and affection of the community because it 
is thus doing a real service to everyone, but it is clear that if 
religion lies at the basis of all sound social life we cannot escape 
the responsibility of doing our share towards the Christianization 
of America in regions where we are the only Church at work. 
It would appear to me that the policy in such districts must be 
not one of withdrawal but one of still more adequate service. 


Community Service 


The need of community service in urban missions is of course 
far more important and far more appealing but the principle in- 
volved is the same. We must play our part in the Christianiza- 
tion of America. Such work as that at the Good Samaritan, the 
Canon Kip and the Good Shepherd is obviously needed. It was 
with such an end in view that a few years ago the Bishop en- 
listed the interest of the people of the Oakland Churches in main- 
taining a social center at St. Andrew’s, at one time an important 
parish’ The rapidly shifting population had surrounded the 
church with a large and growing percentage of foreigners. The 
Church people had moved away. There was little field for service 
to our people nor any likelihood of growth from a distinctly re- 
ligious point of view. But the difficulties in the way of develop- 
ing social work were many, and now others are going into the 
field with a far larger social equipment than is possible for us at 
this time. I am happy to say that the few people still remaining 
in the old parish are now ready to accept a temporary mission 
status and to plan with the Board of Church Extension for mov- 
ing the Church to a district in the neighborhood of Mills College 
and midway between St. Philip's, Fruitvale, and All Saints’, Elm- 
hurst, a district in which we already know of nearly as many 
church families as in the old Parish in West Oakland. 

To sum up: for permanently dependent missions a group of 
Church people and a definite community service social or religious 
are necessary to warrant expenditure for their maintenance. We 
must start no new work unless those requirements are met or 
unless we see clearly that the mission belongs to the other class 
of those which are only in the first stage of parishes, the child- 
hood and adolescent period. 


Religious Education. 


The writer has been asked by the editor of the 
Paciric CHURCHMAN to conduct a page on religious 
education. As the time of the paper’s going to press 
was unknown to him, there is no article ready for 
this month’s issue, and the following is merely a 
foreword to tell our readers the nature of the future 
articles in this column. 

There is no doubt in the mind of anyone who has 
attended an Episcopal Church School, that the general 
lack of system is appalling. This is due to the fact 
that many of the Clergy have not given special study 
to the organizing of Church Schools, and also because 
of the dearth of helpers. We have largely depended 
on ourselves to work out a system, or we have used 
one of the many poor systems which take very little 
trouble to install, very little trouble to teach, and as 
a result arouse very little interest in the pupil or the 
teacher, and arrive nowhere. If a system is worth 
working with, it is worth taking time and trouble 
with; and no system that does not demand a lot of 
serious time and thought can be expected to produce 
the results that we are looking for in our children. 

The result today must be far superior to that which 
was produced in us, or we shall go backward and not 
forward. It seems as though the old idea of a Church 
School was to teach the pupils as much of the Bible as 
possible, and consider the job done. Today we still 
hope to teach the pupil the Bible; but we are more 


vitally interested in teaching him to be a Christian. 

With this end in view the Christian Nurture Series 
of Church School lessons has been devised. This 
Divine spark, called religion, which God has placed 
within the human body, must be nurtured to produce 
living, vital, throbbing Christianity. 

These articles, then, will be written month by 
month in an endeavor to put before our people the 
value and the necessity of using such a system as the 
Christian Nurture Series. First we shall consider the 
system as a whole; then we shall take it up course 
by course; and finally we shall try to give helpful 
suggestions, and outline the method of conducting 
teacher training for the Christian Nurture Lessons.

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Extracts From a Letter to the Diocesan Com- 
mittee for the Nation-Wide Campaign. 


I ask your pardon if I seem to speak with some 
pride of the achievement of St. Philip’s Church of 
Fruitvale, but I must necessarily use it for my illus- 
tration as it is my home Church. 

St. Philip’s is a small Church, that is to say, small 
in number of active members. There are about sev- 
enty-five active members. The communicants num- 
ber more, but the active members are counted the 
supporting members. 

A small Church may accomplish as great things 
as a larger Church; the accomplishment necessarily 
being measured in proportions. 

My point is that while the amount of St. Philip’s 
apportionment in the Nation-Wide Campaign is small 
as compared with larger Churches, yet its apportion- 
ment was as great as any Church based upon pro- 
portions. 

Therefore, St. Philip’s Church, like many other 
Churches, was stunned by its seemingly huge appor- 
tionment compared with other years; and it must be 
confessed that on first thought, as in the case of 
other Churches, it was believed almost impossible 
to raise the amount. 

Our problem then, was to raise a fund five times 
larger for objects outside of our Parish, than we had 
raised in other years. 

It seemed impossible, just as some other Parishes 
had thought it almost impossible—but, and this was 
our solution, and I believe it to be the practical so- 
lution for most of the Churches in raising their ap- 
portionment of the Nation-wide Campaign Fund, this 
year, and, let it not be forgotten, the years to come, 
for the apportionment will not grow less, but must 
necessarily become an increasing amount. 

We directed our thoughts to the necessity of sub- 
scribing our own Parish expenses, as we could not 
do less than pay our Parish expenses as we had done 
in other years; but there was a selfish thought in 
this; this was for ourselves—we would continue for 
ourselves our blessings. We were baptized in our 
Church, we were confirmed in our Church, we en- 
joyed the great privilege of partaking of the Blessed 
Sacrament in our Church, our children were bap- 
tized and confirmed in our Church, and partook of 
the Sacrament with us, and we were surrounded 
with those wonderful Christian influences that are 
helping to make real the brotherhood of man and 
our faith in eternal life. 

We had provided for ourselves. What then were 
we doing that others might have these blessed privi- 
leges. 

Had we been asked to give for the spread of 
Christ’s kingdom an amount equal to the support of 
our Parish, would we not have found the means to 
give it? 

Our apportionment for the Nation-Wide Campaign 
was an amount when proportioned to the amount re- 
quired in the support of our Parish as one to two. 
We made this “1 to 2” a slogan. 

And what was the result. At the time of our 
“every-member canvass” the returns almost invari- 
ably showed this proportion of “1 to 2” had been ob- 
served. No one had pledged a less amount in sup- 
port of the Parish than in other years, and in this 
our confidence was sustained, for this was the least 
that might be done. So that our Parish expenses 
were assured. And, having faithfully observed our 
slogan, our apportionment of the nation-wide fund 
was also assured, assured sufficiently to say that we 
had gone over the top. As I think of the illustration 
—not as our boys in France went over the top, many 
of them to meet their death, but we had gone over 
the top to meet life more abundantly for ourselves, 
and for those with whom we would share our bless- 
ings.

Jerusalem and the East Mission Fund. 


(Epiphany Letter from the Bishop in Jerusalem.) 


Though this is the sixth Epiphany letter I have 
written, it is the first in which it has been possible to 
record any sort of return to normal conditions of 
work. Fven now there is much leeway to be made 
up, but it is with great thankfulness that I announce 
to those who have not already read the statement in 
Bible Lands that the war restrictions on missionary 
work in Palestine and Syria were removed in June 
this year. The chief British Missionary Societies then 
received permission to resume their work. Most of 


A Definite Policy 


In dealing with problems of such the Board has, I think, come 
to a very definite policy. No work is to be begun unless we can 
put into it money and equipment enough to ensure under the 
guidance of the right kind of priest a steady growth. Richmond 
is the best example of the kind. There is a growing and thriving 
industrial community of 20,000 or more people. The original 


church was located at the old town of Point Richmond. The 
new one has grown on the flat land to the east. The Bishop and 
Archdeacon have long seen that the future lies there. Services 


have been held in a hall and now land has been purchasd and 
through their efforts the debt cleared. Fro mthe N. W. C. we hope 
for money to build a commodious and well equipped parish house 
and ultimately a church. Money and effort put in at such a place 
means immediate and large results. In the same generous and 
far visioned way we must deal with S. San Francisco with the 
new and growing residence district in the city of San Francisco 
itself, and across the Bay, and with smaller towns which hold 
promise of growth. The region about Martinez is now included 
in the metropolitan area. It will soon call for development. In 
King City, in the Salinas Valley, we have a small church and a 
very earnest group of people. Mr. McGowan, who after many 
years of devoted service and leaving a name beloved through a 
wide country side, now goes to Nevada, has carried on the work 
there from his headquarters at San Miguel. The missionary who 
succeeds him is to live at King City, and it will be our effort to 
see that no calls outside that place shall be burdensome enough 
to hamper him in developing that field. The relocating of St. 
Andrew’s, Oakland, will be the beginning of a most important 
work. The Church will minister not only to the people of the 
district but also to the Church students at Mills. If properly 
equipped it can do noble service. 

But the relocating of St. Andrew’s brings into view another 
factor of great importance. The present moment has emphasized 
to most of us as never before the appalling need of the fuller 
Christianization of our own land. Christianity alone can _ bring 
the social justice, the faith in humanity, and the real brotherhood 
which are essential to the solution of our overwhelming prob- 
lems. America is nominally a Christian land but the number of 
practical pagans in it is enormous. In San Francisco alone there 
are more than 200,000 people utterly unchurched. The task of 
Christianization can be done by no one church. Whatever our 
own convictions may be we all see clearly that to reach these 
unchurched people is in some sense a common task of all Chris- 
tians. It follows that in locating of new work we must always 
consider not only our own people but the community need. We 
serve the nation and humanity best if we can place our new 
centers of work where they do not duplicate community work 
already begun by some other Christian body. Our responsibility 
is, of course, primarily to our own people, but in every case 
unless it would involve surrendering altogether our service of 
their needs, we must for the sake of the unchurched, the strayed 
and lost, endeavor to shape our policy with relation to the work 
which others are doing. — 

The Survey undertaken and nearly completed by the Inter- 
church World Movement will be a help. The essential purposes of

that movement is economy of Christian effort. It aims to bring 
about no breaking down of the organization of the various com- 
munions which are working with it. It aims only to bring to 
light the needs and to help in meeting them. The co-operation 
it asks is purely voluntary. The service it may render is very 
great. The recent conference in San Francisco was full of stimu- 
lating information. A Pastors’ Conference, to be held in March, 
will, I am sure, be an inspiration to those who attend. It seems 
to me clear that we can co-operate in friendly Christian spirit 
with gain both for our own work and for the common task of 
Christianizing America. 
Consolidation and Unification 

One other item of missionary policy should be noted. In still 
further application of the Bishop’s policy of encouraging local 
initiative the Board stands ready, | think, in the larger commu- 
nities, to associate as far as possible the weaker points with the 
stronger parishes. Christ Church, San Jose, has had a long his- 
tory of useful service under the lead of earnest and self-sacritic- 
ing priests, but it has never grown steadily and of late years ha, 
lost some of its former strength. It has now been put under the 
charge of the Rector of Trinity Parish and the entire work of the 
Church in San Jose will thus be unified. Such consolidation and 
unification of policy should be undertaken, whenever practicable. 

I have tried to put before you not a detailed report of mission- 
ary work nor even a sketch of what we want to do but rather 
my own interpretation of the principles which have been guiding 
the action of the Bishop, the Archdeacon and the Board of 
Church Extension. It remains only to add that the further de- 
velopment of these policies is approached with joyous hope be- 
cause of the new resources of men and of money which the 
N. W. C. is putting in our hands. At last the Church is awaking, 
at last the harvests that are ripe may be gathered. At last the 
Bishop and the Board need no longer give a great part of their 
time to the question of how to get the money. They may devote 
themselves to the problems of extending the Kingdom of Christ. 

I cannot close these words without paying tribute to the man 
who has stood these many years at the Bishop’s right hand in all 
this work, who knows the mission field from Inverness to Arroyo 
Grande with the intimacy of an old inhabitant, whose loyalty, 
unstinted devotion, high executive capacity and clear vision have 
transmuted ‘into realities the Bishop’s policies and purposes. 
Whatever the need of the moment the Archdeacon, the Ven. 
Dr. Emery, arose to meet it. Money, business, sagacity, men, 
workers, the solution of missionary problems, none of these con- 
stantly recurring needs found him wanting. In May he surrenders 
his official position in the Diocese and enters upon a well earned 
rest. But he may be assured that if he is anywhere near us we 
shall never cease to go to him for council and wherever he is we 
shall never cease to think of him with grateful hearts for his 
service to the cause of Christ in this Diocese and in the Church. 

Clerical Support 

I now turn to another matter of vital importance to the work 
of the Church, for brief treatment. I refer to the matter of 
clerical salaries. 1 wish to give you the facts, and thus present 
to you the problem. 

The Board of Church Extension has fixed on a scale of mini- 
mum salaries, to be put into operation at the earliest moment that 
the finances of the board will allow, $1,500 for a married man 
and $1,200 for an unmarried man and $100 additional for each 
minor child up to $1,800. This is supplemented by a rectory in 
the case of ten out of the twelve missionaries on the Board's roll. 
The present average salary is $95.00 a month, or almost $1,200 a 
year. The average increase will be $30.00 a month. The increase 
has been determined upon in the joyous knowledge that the 
N. W. C. is going to put at our service enough to make it possi- 
ble. If the mission field were all we had to consider we would be 


- fortunate. But it is not. The hardest conditions face us among 


the parishes. My data are not quite complete but out of thirty- 
one parishes whose reports were complete and available before 
the meeting of Convention, nine were paying salaries only equal 
to this new minimum adopted for missions and fourteen were 
paying less. Only 11 out of the whole number, including three 
whose reports were not in, so far as I know, pay more than this 
minimum. But that is not all. When the fourteen which are 
below the minimum are averaged it is found that the rectors 


them had already made some preparation for doing so. 
Their common work in the Relief Fund had still 
further prepared the way and the Jerusalem and the 
East Mission has, like the rest, had its hands full. 

In addition to our responsibilities towards many 
British communities scattered throughout Syria, Pal- 
estine, Cyprus and Egypt (the Sudan at present re- 
ceives no regular contributions from our Fund), we 
have rapidly-growing missionary openings for which 
we are responsible. 

St. George’s School, reopened early in 1917 by Mr. 
Reynolds and doing splendidly with 200 boys instead 
of the pre-war 80, has received further impetus from 
the experience and enthusiasm of Canon Stacy 
Waddy, whom I have appointed Director of all our 
educational work in Palestine and Syria. 

Though salaries and all prices have increased 
enormously Canon Waddy is able, with a grant of 
1,000 pounds a year, to run this school as a first-rate 
educational institution and to provide all the staff 
required. | 

The Union Girls’ School under Miss Warburton has 
grown out of the Relief Fund and is now training and 
educating some 300 girls. We are responsible for the 
provision of two members of the School staff and 400 
pounds per annum towards the maintenance of this 
School. 

In both these schools, Jews and Moslems are ad- 
mitted as well as Christians. 

This month, after many months of preparations, we 
have undertaken a further important task, the re- 
vival of the former C. M. S. College. Canon Waddy 
and other members of our staff, together with the 
Rev. H. Sykes, are in charge of this College for 
young men (with applications about four times as 
many as in the past, so great is the demand for edu- 
cation), until the C. M. S. is able to take it over or it 
also becomes a joint institution. 

At Haifa we have for about a year carried on 
schools for boys and for girls. And after many weeks 
of cleaning, painting and furnishing we hope to re- 
open the Hospital under Dr. Thwaites, at the begin- 
ning of November. New premises have also been 
prepared for the Girls’ School and we have an able 
and experienced lady in Miss Mary Gardner ready to 
take charge. 

Further north we are reopening our schools for the 
Druses in the Lebanon under the temporary charge 
of the Rev. J. Ethelstan Cheese. 

It will thus be seen that we are now undertaking 
greatly increased financial responsibilities. Happily 
last year the increased income of the previous year 
was maintained, but I am very anxious still further 
to augment our regular receipts. The main objects 
for which money is required are as follows: 

(1.) For several chaplaincies, grants to Church 
building funds, rents of buildings for the staff, and 
stipends for the Cathedral staff at St. George’s. 

(2.) For the Girls’ and Boys’ Schools, the native 
teachers, the Hospital at Haifa, and other definitely 
missionary objects. 

(3.) For the restoration of all our buildings, not 
yet by any means completed, the provision of fur- 
niture, the purchase of land and the erection of more 
buildings. I have not reopened the old Land and 
Buildings Fund, as I prefer that all gifts be given to 
the General Fund, but the provision of further ac- 
commodation for our schools and for our staff is a 
matter of urgency. 

(4.) For the increase of the Jerusalem Bishopric 
Endowment Fund which provides a stipend of only 
700 pounds a year for the Bishop, a totally inadequate 
sum. Hitherto I have never used any of this stipend 
for personal or domestic expenditure, but the prob- 
lem might become acute, on the appointment of my 
successor, if he did not happen to have considerable 
private means. I earnestly desire to push forward, 
during my Episcopate, the raising of funds for the 
endowment of the Bishopric, and I should welcome 
some large gifts. 

There are many other subjects about which I should 
like to write, but space forbids. May I wish you all 
a very happy and holy Easter-tide.

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receive at the present time actually less than the missionaries. 
The average is so low because there are five parishes which have 
passed practically altogether into the status of missions, but leav- 
ing them out we have still nine parishes which pay an average of 
$1,180 a year and only six of them have a house in addition, so 
that the missionaries are not only better off in amount of salary; 
more in proportion have homes and they have an additional ad- 
vantage in that their salaries are secure, while in some cases 
parochial salaries get badly in arrears. Here we have then 23 
parishes in the Diocese not giving more than the minimum. We 
have 12 missionaries and 15 rectors receiving an average of about 
$1,200. Adding $300 as the equivalent of house rent we have 16 
whose income is about $1,500 and 11 whose income is about $1,200. 
Most Universities are now trying to pay instructors $2,(00._ I 
noticed the other day that the University of Washington averages 
$1,676 to its instructors and the report had note thit of 12 
selected trades in Seattle only the waiters received less. Brick- 
layers received $2,700. The Department of Labor has stated that 
for an average family in these days of the high cost of living 
$2,500 is necessary to secure any kind of freedom of life. 

Of course we clergy have compensations which brickliyers and 
waiters and even millionaire captains of industry have not. The 
clergy are not proposing to whimper about the matter. The harm 
is done quite as much to the lay people and far more to the 
Church. No clergyman who has to think every day of unpaid 
bills, petty economies, of the hardships of his children and the 
lack of recreation and of books can do his work we'l. The taity 
suffer. They suffer because they are paying cheap for the biggest 


thing in life, and the Church suffers not only because it lowers — 


the tone of its leaders but also because it cannot retain leadership 
towards economic justice, a minimum wage, decent living condi- 
tions and wholesome leisure, if it provides its own employees 
with none of them. It is a matter of consequence which every 
parish must take up seriously. But although many parishes can 
by proper effort rectify the situation, it is largely a Diocesan 
problem. Some of these parishes are really unable to do much 
more than at present. Some are in all essential matters missions. 
The Diocese must get behind them, and some system must be 
devised whereby the ample means which the Diocese as a whole 
possesses for doing its work effectively may be made available 
wherever there is real need. Proposal for a Diocesan Fund if 
the N. W. C. is successful will come before this Convention. | 
am quite sure of one thing. The laity do not want this condition. 
It has come upon them suddenly as the cost of living has gone up 
by leaps and bounds. They will respond gladly if they see the 
need and the way to meet it. 

In conclusion may I say to you that the situation in the Diocese 
seems to me to be full of hope. It could not well be otherwise 
in view of the leadership which we have had during the genera- 
tion of the Church’s work in California and yet there is no doubt 
that the last score of years have seen for us as for the Church 
everywhere the rise of problems and new conditions which loo 
at times most discouraging. I think high minded men have al- 
ways said that the Church is failing because vision always outruns 
performance, but they have been saying it of late with greater 
emphasis than | have seen in my lifetime. They have taken up 
heart searching study, therefore, and out of that study and the 
realization of the crying need of the world they have heard the 
ringing summons to a more devoted service for Christ. The 
Church throughout the world has heard it and is awakening. Our 
Church has heard it and the N. W. C. is the answer. California 
has heard it and one feels the stir of new purpose. We have not 
yet shown the full measure of our faith. Some of our parishes 
and missions have not yet caught the fire. We have suffered 
from distance from the center as well as from many changes in 
administration. But California has faith. California has vision. 
There is the stirring of new purpose and, please God, we shall be 
faithful to our trust; we shall fight with courage and strength 
the battle for Christ. But let us remember that the summons to 
work and fight is also a summons to prayer. Prayer must come 
first and then the fight. Let it be said of us what the ancient 
Jewish writer said of the armies fighting under Judas Maccabees 
for freedom, “After prayer they took their weapons. It was the 


weapons wielded by those who prayed that won the victory..” 


Book Reviews 


The Conduct of Public Worship. J. H. Newton, B. S. 
Longmans, Green & Co., New York. $1.75. 

Dr. George, Principal of Ely Theological College, 
writes a very appreciative Foreword on this book and 
on the whole the content justifies his opinion. But in 
the first place it is to be noted that the author is a 
Priest of the Church of England and its prayerbook 
is the basis of his comments. His commentary on the 
book is for the most part sound enough and his guid- 
ance on the whole reliable, but considering the much 
which has been written of this nature, it can hardly 
be said that there is much that is specially new or 
illuminating. Yet he makes rather a new departure 
in his insistence all through on what can only be 
characterized as elocutionary carefulness in reading 
or singing the various services. And he does not 
shrink from candid and very often drastic criticism 
on clerical sinners in this regard, “from the earnest 
man who preaches the prayers and plays havoc with 
Prayers and Lessons, to the one at the other end of 
the scale who seems to cultivate detachment and 
evacuation of significance by a dead level of voice, 
absolute negation or what appears so of any approach 
to earnestness.” One has known men of both types 
and cannot but agree to a large extent with the 
author’s scalping of both. He goes through every 
office with minute, almost meticulous care, singling 
out each passage, defining how it should be expressed 
both in voice and manner, the former with the in- 
sistence of a Professor of Elocution, with little or no 
regard to individuality, to habitudes or characteris- 
tics. But still it is clear throughout that as the last 
sentence of the Foreword sums up: “It is throughout 
the Church’s meaning which he wishes to make clear 
to us and wishes us to make clear to our people by 
correct phrasing and right emphasis.” If read in the 
light of this, which is perfectly just, the book may 
be read and digested by Clergy everywhere, both to 
their own great advantage and the spiritual gain of 
those who have to listen to them. Needless to say, 
it applies to conditions in our own Church as well as 
to the Anglican and by showing (though that is not 
a primary aim of the writer) the vital unity of the 
prayers and the interdependence of the structure of 
the Offices, may perhaps serve to at least moderate the 
ruthless dislocation of the Prayer Book by the exist- 
ing craze for “shortening the service.” As this book 
clearly and emphatically shows, the Prayer Book was 
designed for the promotion and continuance of the 
worship of Almighty God. One cannot go further into 
this matter here and now, but whatever may be the 
cravings of congregations for reducing worship to 
within the briefest limits, the Clergy, who are re- 
sponsible for giving expression to far higher require- 
ments, may well pause and ask themselves whether 
the unconsidering people are to be judges and arbiters 
in the matter or whether there is not a Power beyond 
them to whom a more thorough and conscientious 
adherence is rigorously due.

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The House of Churchwomen Dinner. 


The largest and most representative dinner ever held 
by the House of Churchwomen took place Monday evening, 
February 2d, at California Club Hall. There were two hun- 
dred and sixty present—‘more churchwomen than there are 
in the whole State of Wyoming,” as Mrs. Thomas, wife of 
Bishop Nathaniel Thomas of Wyoming, said. Of that number, 
it may be added that she was the most distinguished visitor, 
and the only disappointment was that she could not be pre- 
vailed upon to speak. 


Mrs. Harry M. Sherman, the President of the House, 
presided, welcoming everyone most cordially, filled with con- 
fidence in the choice of speakers, who she said reminded her 
of a sign she had once seen displayed in a Japanese shop in 
Fillmore Street, “Everything to decorate your home. Let us 
show you how. Place right object, right size, right place!”’ 
By way of immediate illustration, Mrs. Sherman introduced 
Mrs. John F. Robértson, the Diocesan Treasurer of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, as Toastmistress. Mrs. Robertson ful- 
filled her duties most gracefully, presenting each speaker in 
an individual and charming manner. The first of these was 
Mrs. Kate A. Bulkley, the former President, who said she 
felt as if she had been on a long voyage, with the happy 
homecoming realized. Her responsibility was ended and she 
had been able to think of her dinner and not give up her 
mind to “literary digest,’’ which was the penalty of president- 
ship! She had also been able to contemplate the assem- 
blage of intelligent faces, with their promise of better things 
for,the new era which the House is entering on, and felt the 
bond of sympathy because all present had the same church 
and the same Master. Her message was one of special ad- 
monition to heed the young people of the Church, in whose 
hands lies so much of the future, and to uphold the new 
President in all her works, who, she aptly quoted “was cer- 
tainly the right object of the right size in the right place!” 

Mrs. Charles Deems gave a scholarly and interesting talk 
on “College Girls and the Church,” in spite of the fact that 
she assured us that she was dealing with a subject about 
which she knew nothing! She said: 

“Tonight, I have been haunted by my first experience of 
this sort. I remember once having to teach English very un- 
expectedly, as teachers are supposed to know everything. 
The lesson was the ‘Vision of Sir Launfal.’ We talked about 
the leper at the gate and all the rest of it very exhaustively 
in class and I thought I had made it just as easy and plain 
as possible, so I gave them an examination, asking them to 
write a short paragraph on James Russell Lowell and to 
write in their own words the story of the ‘Vision of Sir Laun- 
fal.” In consequence, I went home with a pile of papers, 34. 
The most promising looking one, from a small boy, consisted 
of ten pieces of paper. Nine of them were blank. Across the 
tenth one was written, ‘Sir James Russell Launfal went out 
hunting and killed a leopard,’ so now you see how | feel about 
trying to put my story over tonight! 

“My subject is very vast—‘College Girls and the Church.’ 
That means the Episcopal Church before college, during col- 
lege and after the four years of college are completed. First 
of all, it is necessary to assume and use as a point of dis- 
cussion that college girls are religious. So many times people 
have said to me ‘I am not going to send my girl to college for 
fear she will lose her religion.’ That is not true. My experi- 
ence has been that for every girl who loses her religion, 
there are at least two who gain it. True, there are various 
upsetting influences to the religion of a girl in college. First 
of all, the various philosophies. There is a certain amount of 
a shattering of theory. I think, however, that one of the 
most upsetting things of all is the challenge that comes from 
girls who are skeptical. The girls who are in the high places 
in college are very often not religious. I think that is chang- 
ing as I have kept in touch with Bryn Mawr, where the girls 
become more and more religious. Then there are the girls 
who are so fortunate as to come from religious homes. It is 
safe to say that these are more religious than they have been 
before. One of the most encouraging things I know of is the 
Student Volunteer Convention, which has recently taken 
place at Des Moines. There were 8000 students assembled 
there from all over North America. 

“It is most essential that our girls have the home training 
that makes them come to love and depend upon the Holy 
Communion, and also that they must see that we are full 
of the glory that comes with Church work. We must keep 
in close touch with them, and write them often, not forget- 
ting to tell them all about the Nation-Wide Campaign and 
everything else of importance in the Church. There is great 
need for more college chaplains. Also for closer co-operation 
between the men and women of the parish and the college 
girls who attend. As a Church, we must remember to learn 
that the college girl wants to think and wants to act, which 
is where the Church League for Service has an excellent 
chance for appeal. We must keep up with our college girls.” 


Mrs. J. O. Lincoln, who was introduced by Mrs. Robert- 
son as the “Poet Laureate of the House of Churchwomen,” 
read the following original poem most admirably: 


TO SISTER KATE. 


To the Retiring President of the House of Churchwomen, 
With a Suggestion as to Woman’s Work in the Church. 


OQ Sister Kate, you've set the gait— 

It’s up to us to follow.

Miss Betty Ashe followed with the “Good Neighbor” as 
her subject, introduced by Mrs. Robertson’s reading of the 
Bible story of the Good Samaritan. Miss Ashe said, “For 
thirty years we have been trying to be good neighbors to the 
foreigners on our shores. To give you an idea of how little 
these children of foreign parents understand of what they 
are taught in school, I will tell you the story of a young 
Italian girl. She had a very lovely voice and I got my sister 
to take her into her family. One day she came to her with 
‘The Lady of the Lake,’ which she was studying. After much 
explanation of 


‘The stag at eve had drunk his fill. 


The antlered monarch of the waste 
Sprung from his heathery couch in haste, 
But ere his fleet career he took 

The dewdrops from his flank he shook. 
Like crested leader, proud and high, 
Tossed his beamed frontlet to the sky, 

A moment gazed adown the dale, 

A moment snuffed the tainted gale, 

A moment listened to the cries 

That thickened as the chase drew nigh; 
Then, as the headmost foes appeared

she said, ‘Oh! I understand, the stag smelled the policeman!’ 

As I remember, being good to your neighbor was taught 
long before the Christian era and I think we are falling away 
from it now. Neighborliness has gone out of fashion, in spite 
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of apartment house life. You cannot be neighborly over a 
speaking tube! It is easy to get people to do what I call 
‘peace work,’ but the real sacrifice comes in the giving of 
themselves. In Cincinnati, the Block Plan of dividing the 
city off into blocks, with a good neighbor for each one is be- 
ing tried out with great success. Every block is organized 
so that there is a designated person or ‘neighbor’ who lives in 
that block and looks out for the welfare of everyone else. 
She is paid a small sum to give advice, help, and comfort. 1 
believe that if you women put this plan through here in San 
Francisco this year, you will have accomplished something.”’ 


Mrs. William Palmer Lucas concluded the program with 
a short talk on “Women in Convention.” She said “The 
important thing to remember is our approach to the Conven- 
tion. We must concentrate intelligently, in spite of the dis- 
turbing influences which will meet us there, and not allow 
ourselves to be distracted because there isn’t much air and 
the woman who sits by the window won't have it opened, nor 
because Mrs. Blank will insist upon trotting back and forth 
in front of the speaker. It is essential that we make proper 
preparation so that we will vote to the best of our ability, 
because the responsibility of that rests on each and everyone 
of us.” She paid a charming tribute to Miss Lucy Soulsby, 
speaking of her as “that beautiful character who was such an 
inspiration and help to us at the conventions of 1917 and 1919” 
and then recited the following poem:

Rt. Rev. Frank Hale Touret, Missionary Bishop 

The Nation-Wide Campaign is about to be launched in 
this missionary district with every promise of success. 
Enthusiastic meetings are being held and plans are rapidly 
maturing for a vigorous campaign immediately after the 
beginning of Lent. Because of the great shortage of clergy- 
men in Idaho (nearly one-half of our mission points being 
unmanned), the Diocesan Committee awaited the arrival of 
the new Bishop of Idaho, the Rt. Rev. Frank H. Touret, before 
proceeding with the canvass. His arrival early in January 
brought new life and enthusiasm to the whole district, and 
the Church is now rallying as never before to his inspiring 
call. Four minute lay speakers are being used every Sunday 
throughout the district to press home the vital truths of the 
campaign. All points have been organized and literature 
distributed. We now await the word “go,” with every assur- 
ance of “going over the top.’ Idaho will not be found wanting 
when the final canvass is made. 

On St. Paul’s Day, January 25th, the Rt. Rev. Frank H. 
Touret was installed as Bishop of Idaho at St. Michael’s 
Cathedral, Boise, by the Rt. Rev. Herman Page, D. D., Bishop 
of Spokane, and the Rt. Rev. Robert L. Paddock, D. D., Bishop 
of Eastern Oregon. The service was witnessed by a large 
congregation and proved most inspiring. The Bishops were 
met at the door of the Cathedral by the dean, local clergy 
and lay members of the Council of Advice, and escorted to 
the chancel. Prayers were offered by Bishop Paddock, after 
which the new Bishop was conducted to the Bishop’s chair 
and installed by Bishop Page. Dean Chamberlaine read a dec- 
laration of loyalty in behalf of the clergy and laity of the 
district, which was followed by the singing of the Te Deum. 
Bishop Touret was celebrant at the service of the Holy 
Communion which followed. Strong addresses were made 
by the visiting Bishops.

Although it has not seemed practicable to hold any large 
public gatherings of the Girl’s Friendly during the winter, 
the society has kept quietly at work and new branches have 
been formed. In September, 1919, a branch was started at the 
Protestant Orphanage on Haight Street, San Francisco. About 
fifteen girls from ten to fifteen years of age, are doing fine 
work under the leadership of Miss E. Gamble of Palo Alto. A 
Candidates’ group will probably be organized there in the 
near future. In October, about twenty girls of Christ Church, 
Alameda, responded to the rector’s call and signified their in- 
terest and willingness to co-operate in forming a branch. A 
Branch Secretary was appointed pro tem and a meeting night 
agreed upon. The Diocesan President gave a brief outline of 
the G. F. S. and suggestions for its local application in the 
parish. An informal social time was enjoyed at the conclusion 
of the business. A flourishing branch has been organized in 
St. Paul’s, Oakland; one has been asked for in All Saints’, 
San Francisco, and a Candidates’ group in the San Francisco 
nursery. 


St. Luke’s Branch is doing Social Service work. They 
made infants’ outfits and a large number of other garments 
for the Needlework Guild. Some of these were returned by 
the Guild to be used as the branch thought best, and a de- 
serving family in the city were made comfortable as a result 
The girls also made seventeen scrapbooks for the San Fran- 
cisco Hospital. One jolly evening was devoted to a Christmas 
tree for the members, with little presents for each one. They 
inaugurated monthly socials for all the Church people. These 
were so successful that the other organizations of the Church 
have joined with them to promote sociability in the parish. 

The Branch of the Church of the Incarnation realized a 
goodly sum selling Christmas cards from the Gutgesell 
Christmas Book, on commission. 

Several branches have given timely aid to the G. F. S. 
Lodge: The Church of the Incarnation, Miss Brinsley, secre- 
tary, gave $50. The Cathedral Branch and other friends con- 
tributed to the Christmas celebration. The debt 6f $400 in- 
curred for the enlargement of the Lodge, is cleared up, through 
the efforts of the committee in charge, by the selling of Lib- 
erty Bonds owned by the Lodge, and entertainments.

The thirty-second annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Oregon met in the Pro-Cathedral of St. Stephen the Martyr, 
Portland, on January 28th and 29th. The Convention proper 
began with a celebration of the Holy Eucharist at 10 a. m. 
Wednesday morning. Following this service the Convention 
was called to order by the Bishop. The Rev. John D. Rice 
was reelected secretary, appointing the Rev. T. F. Bowen 
as his assistant. 


The announcement a few days prior to the opening of the 
Convention, that the Diocese had raised its national quota 
for the Nation-Wide Campaign, gave new life and impetus 
to the Convention, rendering it one of the most inspiring of 
such gatherings ever held in Oregon. 


The Bishop read his annual address the night before. 
This address was an earnest call to follow the leadership of 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, and thus help His Church 
to rise to the demands of the new day upon which civilization 
is entering. 


A new plan adopted by the Diocesan authorities and later 
approved by the Convention, was the provision whereby a lay 
delegate from each Mission should have his expenses paid 
by the Diocese. This resulted in one of the largest Conven- 
tions ever held, as well as in bringing to the Convention repre- 
sentatives of country sections never before represented. 


Beyond the passage of a Canon providing for a systematic 
grouping of all parishes by defining parochial boundaries for 
each, there was no legislative action by the Convention. The 
entire time was used in constructive work aiming to make 
the work of the Church more effective. 


A number of important resolutions were passed, among 
them the following: 


Resolved, That the Diocese of Oregon in its thirty-second 
annual Convention assembled, does hereby express its appreci- 
ation of the great honor which the General Convention has 
conferred upon it in selecting Oregon as the place for holding 
the Triennial Convention of 1922, and places itself on record 
to exert every effort to make the Convention an unqualified 
success, and that a copy of this resolution be sent to the 
Presiding Bishop, the Presiding Bishop and Council, and to 
the Secretary of the General Convention. 


Another resolution provided for the appointment of a 
Committee to finance, and make such other provisions as may 
be necessary, for entertaining the Convention. 


Woman Members of the Board of Church Extension. 


Acting on the suggestion of a resolution passed by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary the day before, provision was made where- 
by “the President and Treasurer of the Diocesan Board of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary shall be ex-officio members of the 
Diocesan Board of Church Extension.” 

The Board of Church Extension was empowered to act 
as the Committee to have the management of the various funds 
raised by the Nation-Wide Campaign. 


Canon on Marriage and Divorce to Be Posted. 


In accordance with a recommendation of the Commission 
on Social Service it was ordered that “it be made the duty 
of the authorities of every Parish and Mission to frame and 
post in the vestibules of the churches a copy of the revised 
Canon of the American Church on Marriage and Divorce.” 
Another resolution suggested by this Commission, instructed 
the Secretary of the Convention “to write our Senators in 
Washington, urging them to use their influence and votes 
towards ratifying the Peace Treaty, and bringing the United 
States into the League of Nations, so that as a Christian 
people, we may bear one anothers’ burdens in the new family 
of nations.”

In accordance with a recommendation of the Commission 
on Social Service it was ordered that “it be made the duty 
of the authorities of every Parish and Mission to frame and 
post in the vestibules of the churches a copy of the revised 
Canon of the American Church on Marriage and Divorce.” 
Another resolution suggested by this Commission, instructed 
the Secretary of the Convention “to write our Senators in 
Washington, urging them to use their influence and votes 
towards ratifying the Peace Treaty, and bringing the United 
States into the League of Nations, so that as a Christian 
people, we may bear one anothers’ burdens in the new family 
of nations.” 


The Vestry and the Church School. 


On recommendation of the Diocesan Board of Religious 
Education, the Vestry of every parish and mission was urged 
to regard the “Church School as the first concern of the 
vestry” and to consider these “not only in their financial 
aspect but in their moral concerns as well.” This resolution 
resulted in one of the most fruitful discussions of the Con- 
vention and marks a decided change in the general attitude 
of mind towards the younger members of the Church. 

Thirty years faithful service on the part of Dr. S. E. 
Josephi on the Board of the Good Samaritan Hospital was 
duly recognized by the passing of appropriate resolutions. 
Dr. Josephi is one of the leading physicians of Portland, 
and no small share of the credit for the splendid position 
this Institution now occupies is due to his faithful and untiring 
services in its behalf. 

On Monday January 26th there was an all day conference 
of Church workers, held in St. David’s Church, Portland. 
The chief speakers were Mrs. Wilson Johnston, and Mrs. 
James Muckle. 


Woman’s Auxiliary. 


On Tuesday, the annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary was held in St. Mark’s Church. The annual service was 
held at 10 a. m. with the Bishop as Celebrant and the Rev. 
J. Claud Black, of Marshfield, as preacher. The sermon 
was challenge to all, to use the Church as the Divine agency 
for securing the curatives necessary for the social and civic 
demands of the times. 


Second Annual Banquet. 


On Wednesday night, the delegates to the Convention 
were the guests of the Portland laity at the second annual 
banquet, given in the banquet hall of the Portland Chamber 
of Commerce. Over 200 guests were served. Mr. S. D. Vin- 
cent acted as Toastmaster, and inspiring addresses were made 
by Mr. C. D. Botsford on “Church Advertising,’ Mr. John 
L. Etheridge, on “The Nation-Wide Campaign,” and by the 
Rev. R. W. Patton, D. D., “The Object of the Nation-Wide 
Campaign.”: Dr. Patton, who came direct from Campaign 
headquarters in the East, delivered an address that would be 
inspiring at any time, but was especially so just at this stage 
of the Campaign in this Diocese.

The Rev. Henry R. Sanborn, Vicar of Sparks, has com- 
pletely recovered from an acute attack of appendicitis which 
required an immediate operation and kept him from his work 
a month. 

The Rev. Edward A. McGowan has come from San Miguel, 
California, to be Vicar of St. Mark’s Church, Tonopah, and in 
charge of missions at Goldfield, Manhattan and Round Moun- 
tain. 

St. Paul’s Mission, Sparks, has purchased a five room 
bungalow for a rectory, it being found that it was much less 
expensive to purchase than to build. 

The Bishop has been requested to make the address at the 
time of the presentation of the Memorial Books given by 
France to the families of soldiers who died in the Great War. 

A self-supporting “rural parish” has been formed with 
Carson City as the center and Virginia City, Silver City and 
Dayton as the other places concerned. The Vestry will be 
elected according to the number of communicants in each place. 
The vestrymen in each place will have an advisory committee 
to work with them. 

The Rev. James MacLaughlin served as a enumerator in 
the recent census and was enabled to get much new informa- 
tion concerning one of his Mission stations, McGill, the seat 
of a great copper smelter. 

The Rev. Henry R. Sanborn, who was a major in the war, 
has been elected commander of the local post of the Ameri- 
can Legion, which has over 400 members. 
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Cathedral Foundation. 


At the Thirteenth Annual Convocation Nevada passed a 
Canon relative to a Cathedral foundation. Any parish which 
makes the offer may be accepted as the Cathedral Church. 
Carson, the capital city, is anxious to be accepted. Trinity 
Parish, Reno, has recently sold its property and there is a 
movement to make it the Cathedral and plan the new Church 
with this in mind. The Bishop in his annual address pointed 
out that it is now the time to take this step. 


Bishop’s Suggestions Enacted by Legislature. 


He called attention to the fact that three laws he asked 
the Convocation to approve last year had been enacted by the 
State Legislature. One that all marriage licenses shall contain 
a record of previous martial state of applicants, answer being 
given under oath with a heavy fine for perjury; also per- 
mission for Indians and whites to marry; and that all Indian 
children are to be counted by school census marshals and pro- 
vided for in the public schools. 


He urged the use of the parish cash book and the more 
accurate keeping of accounts. He showed that all Church 
property had been conveyed to the Corporation Sole, and that 
all buildings are insured and the policies placed in the fire- 
proof vault in the Bishop’s House. 


The work among the students at the State University, 
where over 25% of the enrollment express preference for the 
Episcopal Church, was treated at length, and a plan outlined 
for erecting a University Chapel. 


The fact that in the whole State of Nevada, the fifth largest 
State in the Union, there are only fifty ministers of all 
‘Churches and that they dwell in less than twenty communities 
was brought out, and emphasis laid on the need of more in- 
terest and service by the laity. The great lack of religious 
instruction was also noted and a plea made for Church schools. 


In conclusion the Bishop said:—‘“By religious worship 
and instruction, by the Sacraments of the Church, men come 
to know Christ—get in touch with Him, become part of Him 
and He of them—make contact with the source of power which 
alone can rebuild the world. 


“IT call you, priests and people. to worship and service, 
to a renewed consecration of life and time and talents and 
possessions to God—to a reasonable, holy and living sacri- 
fice of yourselves, bodies and souls, to Him, which is your 
bounden duty and service, that you may have your share in 
the regeneration of your Church and State.” 


At Convocation the usual committee on buildings was 
appointed whose business it is to approve all plans and speci- 
fications for buildings before they can be erected. _ Also 
committees on Summer School and the Church Summer Colony 
on the four acres of land to be given to the Church on the 
shores of Lake Tahoe. 


The registrar gave an interesting resume of all Bishops’ 
Addresses in Journals he had received and told of plans pro- 
posed which may help us in Nevada. 


The report of the auditor showed that accounts balanced 
and were on the whole well kept. 


The fund for the education of young Churchwomen at 
the State University is in a healthy condition and doing good 
work. 


Endowment Policy for Episcopal Endowment. 


The Bishop proposed a plan to insure a boy 15 years of 
age with an endowment policy for $10,000.00 for the benefit 
of the Episcopate Endowment Fund, the premiums to be paid 
by an apportionment, and a good committee now has this in 
hand. 

Woman’s Auxiliary. 


There was a corporate communion for the Woman’s Auxili- 
ary and a business session later. All reports showed gratify- 
ing progress. The Bishop appointed the following officers:

The Bishop has begun his Spring visitations and will 
reach most of the places which are on railroads in order that 
as soon as the weather permits he may start out on the annual 
automobile visitation to all the out-of-the-way places which 
cannot otherwise be reached. Many of these places have no 
other religious ministrations than the Bishop can give in this 
way. 


The secular press announces that the Rev. Hughell E. W. 
Fesbroke, D. D., Dean of the General Theological Seminary in 
New York, has declined the call to be Bishop Coadjutor of 
the Diocese of Los Angeles.

The Nation-Wide Campaign in the Province of the 
Pacific. 
Diocese of Olympia. 


The full report of the action of the Convention of the 
Diocese of Olympia with regard to the advisory council of 
seven and the establishment of the minimum wage for rectors 
has just been received at Western publicity headquarters from 
Mr. Orton E. Goodwin, of the Olympia Diocesan headquarters. 
He says: 

“The most noticeable feature of the Convention was that 
the canons were amended to permit the creation of an ad- 
visory council compcsed of seven laymen to be nominated by 
the Bishop but elected by the Convention. The laymen so 
elected are E. G. Anderson, R. H. Coshun and Attilla Norman, 
Seattle; James McCormack and Barton Kauffman, Tacoma; 
N. B. Coffman, Chehalis, and Dr. E. W. Stimpson, Bellingham. 

The duties of this advisory council are laid down in the 
amended canon as follows: 

1—To maintain and give supervision to the financial 
affairs of the Diocese; to secure simplicity and accuracy in 
the collection and disbursements of all funds and co-operation 
between the various offices, trusts and boards of the Diocese— 
for which purpose it shall establish its own rules and keep 
record of its meetings, all of which shall be submitted annually 
to the Convention. 

2—To act as adviser to the Bishop in financial matters 
and upon request, as adviser to individual parishes within the 
Diocese. 

3—To perform such other duties relating to the business 
affairs of the Diocese as may bereferred to it. By resolution 
the Nation-Wide Campaign was referred to this council after 
March Ist. 

Bishop Keator’s salary was increased to $6,000 per annum. 
The Convention endorsed and put into effect a clerical mini- 
mum wage of $1,800 per year.” 

This establishment of a minimum wage of $1,800 per year 
for the clergy is the first action of its kind taken by any 
Episcopal convention in the United States. It is probably 
very safe to say that this splendid forward-going action is one 
of the very notable results of the spirit inspired by the Nation- 
Wide Campaign. This action by the Olympia Diocese at- 
tracted so much attention that the New York “World” and 
the New York “Herald,” two of the greatest papers in Amer- 
ica, carried the story about this increase in salaries on their 
front pages. 

Rt. Rev. Frederic W. Keator, Bishop of the Diocese of 
Olympia, gave powerful support to the campaign for in- 
creased salaries for the clergy. 

In response to a telegram from Dr. Robert W. Patton as to 
the progress of the campaign in the various districts of the 
Eighth Province, interesting replies were received by Dr. 
Patton just prior to his departure for Los Angeles. Mr. E. G. 
Anderson, chairman of the campaign committee for the Dio- 
cese of Olympia, wires: 

“Total to date $143,848, with twenty churches over the 
top and one district over the top.” 


Diocese of Oregon. 


Chairman John L. Etheridge, of the Diocese of Oregon, 
wires: 

“Have raised New York quota of $63,514 and in addition 
$80,586 for Diocesan budget, thus leaving $27,000 to raise on 
revised budget or $40,415 on original figures. Canvassing for 
balance now going on. Several good prospects.” 


Diocese of Los Angeles. 


In the bulletin of last week the report of Dr. Harwood 
Huntington, chairman of the campaign committee for the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, was given considerable attention. Dr. 
Huntington wires that a very vital thing now to do is to main- 
tain the “coherence of the laymen’s organizations.” 


District of Spokane. 


Chairman W. H. Farnaham, of the Missionary District of 
Spokane, states that influenza conditions have hampered his 
work but that the canvass will continue indefinitely. “Several 
missions are over their quota and others are certain to reach 
their quota,” wires Mr. Farnaham. 
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Diocese of Sacramento. 


Chairman F. A. Eckstrom, of the campaign committee 
for the Sacramento Diocese, states that the district quota is 
over fifty per cent subscribed and that the “great majority 
of parishes have not reported, although many are known to 
have been working. Other parishes will continue the cam- 
paign during Lent and favorable reports for district expected 
by Easter.” 

District of Utah. 


Chairman J. Walcott Thompson, of the campaign commit 
tee of the Missionary District of Utah, wires that Ogden and 
Salt Lake parishes will have their canvass in Lent. He states 
that St. John’s at Salt Lake has subscribed a one hundred 
per cent increase over their last year’s giving; that Provo, 
Duchesne and Myton are over the top. Mr. Thompson feels 
that the quota for his district is too heavy. 


District of Idaho. 


Rev. W. H. Bridge, rector of St. Mark’s Church, Moscow, 
Idaho, writes most interestingly and encloses clippings from 
newspapers showing the interest the press attaches to the 
Nation-Wide Campaign. Rev. Bridge writes: 

“Our people have pledged their full quota. The whole 
community, through the Ad Club, Rotary, Chamber of Com- 
merce, president of State University and local press, is behind 
the scheme for building a Church hostel for students. If 
encouragement is forthcoming from the East a goodly sum 
over and above our N. W. C. apportionment will be forth- 
coming. Already the Church has a better status in the com- 
munity because of its effort to do what all agree is a states- 
manlike thing. 

We have fifty-six communicants. We have undertaken 
to raise $3,000 for the current year’s expenses (this includes a 
twenty-five per cent raise in rector’s salary), plus $624 
N. W. C. We have no wealthy people. We receive no grant 
from outside. The greater part of our congregation consists 
of college students who are away half the year.” 


Rev. Harry Perks, rector of All Saints’ Church, at Elm- 
hurst and San Leandro, California Diocese, writes that 
“prayer, perseverence and publicity have indeed stirred up 
the people of our congregations throughout the country. There 
has been a large response but we must remember first the 
spiritual life and then all other things will be given.”

Missionary Notes from Church Missions House. 


The treasurer of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society has officially closed his books for 1919, and in sum- 
ming up results it is found that the Lenten Offering of the 
Sunday Schools for missions has reached the sum of $240,096.20 
as against something over $196,000 last year. This is a re- 
markable advance and the encouraging part of the story is 
that it is the result of an advance all along the line. While 
several Dioceses have made a spectacular increase, on the 
whole the growth has been gradual and most satisfactory. 


This year Pennsylvania has captured the first place in the 
Lenten Offering of the Sunday Schools for missions according 
to the per capita record, with an average contribution of $1.29. 
For years North Dakota has been first, and the race between 
the two has been increasingly close. This year North Dakota 
comes second with an average gift of $1.20. 


Bishop Tuttle’s annual message to the children of the 
Church is this year as follows: 

Camp Lloyd, St. Louis, Dec. 21, 1919. 
Dear Boys and Girls of all our Church Schools: 

Things change. At our Headquarters they are making a 
change in saying good-bye to Bishop Lloyd, who has been the 
Chief of the Board of Missions for nearly 20 years. 

But, anyway, for this year we'll fly his name for our Camp, 
because thought and memory tell what a splendid Chief he 
has been. 

They say they mean to make another change by calling 
Sunday Schools hereafter Church Schools. Well, if it is best, 
we'll agree, won’t we? It’s only like saying: Yonder are half 
a dozen boys when there are six. 

I want one more change. Last Lent you gave for Mis- 
sions $240,000. That was $250,000 — (minus). This Lent 
please give $250,000 + (plus), say, $260,000. 

Let us pull the Treasury Box up a stair step. Pull hard, 
boys! And girls, smile as you pull, for when you smile the 
boys will pull the harder, I know. 

Please God, with a Heave O Heave, and a pull all together, 
we'll gain the plugs and smash the minus.

Diocese of Sacramento

The Tenth Annual Convention of the Diocese of Sacra- 
mento met in St. Paul’s Church, Sacramento, on Tuesday, Feb. 
3rd. The Bishop was celebrant at the opening service. The 
Rev. Clarence H. Lake was re-elected Secretary. 

Bishop Sanford, of San Joaquin, extended greeting. 

Bishop Moreland’s annual address dealt specially with an 
ideal system of parish support, emphasizing the need of con- 
secration and system to make business methods a success. The 
Bishop also pointed the convention to Christ and His teach- 
ings as the only solution for the problems of social unrest. 

The Committee on the Nation-Wide Campaign reported 
about three-quarters of the Diocesan quota already raised. 

The constitution of the Diocese was changed to make the 
time of the annual convention on the first Tuesday in Feb- 
ruary at such place as shall have been appointed by the pre- 
ceding convention. 

The convention unanimously adopted a resolution of sym- 
pathy with the Chancellor of the Diocese, the Hon. N. P, 
Chipman, who has been critically ill for some months. 

The evening session was addressed by Bishop Sanford, 
who spoke on some aspects of Church life, describing the 
three periods into which the history of the American Church 
falls. 

Dr. Robert W. Patton also made an eloquent address on 
the Nation-Wide Campaign. 

The second day began with the election of a continuing 
committee for the Nation-Wide Campaign. Bishop Moreland 
was chosen chairman. 

The finance committee presented the Diocesan budget for 
1920, totaling $4,300.00. 

A resolution was adopted that the minimum salary of all 
Diocesan clergy in active work be $1,800.00 per year, and pro- 
viding a committee to visit and stimulate parishes not paying 
such a salary. 

Mr. E. D. Seaton invited the next annual convention to 
meet in Santa Rosa. The invitation was unanimously ac- 
cepted.
